In a few weeks they show 
growth above the ground, the germ 
buds at the rings having

shoot out in the form of young cane, 
the 
ring 
having

thrown out rootlets into the soil.

parallel trenches are mde far enough 
apart, say at least three feet, to 
en-

workers, 
when

canes are getting ripe, to 
go between the rows and remove the 
dying leaves which burden the ripen- 
ing cane, thereby enabling the "naked 
cane to mature faster.
